This is Mormon Island without the island. A 
small island did exist in the river, in early days, 
very rich in gold; but it has been all washed 
away.

Strange that cal- 
culating man, will not give a little, a little time, 
a little care, a little thought,—for his soul. 

From the slight view that we have had of this 
place we like it. There are some noble men in it. 
Our first sitting down .here was uninviting. It 
was a place new and strange tous. The rain 
was falling in torrents. The stage stops a mo- 
ment, leaves but a single passenger, and then 
passes'‘on. The stranger finds his lodgings and 
reads or writes while floods of rain are drifted 
against the roof just overhead. It is steamer 
night and all around are writing letters for the 
far-bound mail. The whole State, to the tops of 
the mountains, feels the pulse of that magic word 
“Steamer day.” 

But there are many here who seldom or never 
write back to their homes; sons, brothers, hus- 
bands and Yathers. It is wicked and cruel, If 
God has blessed a man with a home, and with 
those there who love him, and watch for bin, 
and perhaps pray for him, he is heartless to retuse 
them the gratification of a letter, It ia, like a 
kind word, a small thing, and yet-a great thing, 

We love to hear the scratching of pena just 
before steamer day, We seem to see the circle 
gathered at home and with alternate glistening 
wud moistened eyes, following the adventurers, 
the fortunes, the fears and the hopes of the wan- 
derers. . The absent one is never forgotten. For- 
getful he may be. He may plunge into cares or 
bury himself in dissipations, yet through long 
years he is remembered with unchanging interest. 
There is a power of continued affection ia a pa- 
rent’s heart which the son- knows not of. There 
isa yearning and a desolateness—at the broken 
home. Write letters: it is the least you can do 
inabsence. Que would not think that there could 
be need of injunction in these duties of natural 
affection. But what injanction can come amiss 
when the apostle hot needlessly commands, “ us- 
bands love your wives.” Write letters. It is 
not long the parent will live to receive them or 
you to penthem.

Dr. Ayres presented the following descriptions 
of fishes, with the specimens. ” 

SaLMo 

Form elongated, compressed; dorsal and ab- 
dominal outlines very evenly arched; greatest 
depth, anterior to the dorsal fin, not quite equal- 
ling One fourth of the total length ; shicknes at 


the sume point, half as great as the depth. 
' Head of medium. size, its length being a trifle 


continuing the curve of the back; muzzle some- 
what blunt and rounded. Mouth free, a vertical 
line from the end of the superior maxillary just 
touching the posterior border of the orbit. 

Teeth onthe tongue in two rows, each row 
containing five or six teeth; those in the lower 
jaw, ina single row, of about twelve on each 
side; those in the upper jaw, in a double row on 
both maxillaries and intermaxillaries, (the outer 
row alone. being-conspicuous) of which the outer 
row on each maxillary contains about twenty, 
and on each intermaxillary about five; those on 
each palatine bone, in a somewhat irregular row, 
fourteen to sixteen in number; those on the vo- 
mer, in two rows (of five or, six each) placed so 
close together as to seem like a double row. All 
the teeth are small, conical, acute, curved. The 
largest are those on the tongue and lower jaw.— 
A few minute, very sharp teeth are crowded on 
the pharyngeals. : 

Scales small, elliptical, with the concentric lines 
numerous and crowded ; about one hundréd and 
forty along the lateral line. Head naked. Lat- 
eral line nearly straight, curving very. slightly 
downward. The first dorsal fin arises midway 
hetween the snout and the commencement of the 
emus ravs of the caudal fin. The first four 
rays are simple, the first two being very short ; 
the sixth and seventh are longest, their height 
equalling the length of the fin, being about one 
eighth of the length of the fish. 

The adzpose fin is separated from the termina- 
tion of the first dorsal by a space equal to the 
distance from the ventrals to the anal, being di- 
rectly above the termination of the latter fin. It 
is harrow; its height equal to the diameter of 
the eye. 

The ventrals arise very nearly beneath the mid- 
dle of the first dorsal, being almost midway be- 
tween the snout and the tip of the central cau- 
dal rays. They are rounded, their height equal 
to half the length of the head. At the external 
base of each is a narrow membrauous appendage 
half as high as the fin. 

The pectorals are somewhat pointed, their 
height equal to the length of the first dorsal. 

The anal is in form very, similar to the first 
dorsal, but abont two chords as large. 
four rays are simple, the first two being very 
short ; the fifth and sixth longest. 

The caw/al tin is of medium size, coneave, the 
height of the central rays being about two thirds 
that of the external. |

This species recalls at once by its characters, 
the Brook Trout of Northeastern yates, the 
well known Salmo fontinalies, M. and is indeed 
very closely allied to at. It is one ofAhose known 
to aportamen here as Trout and sometime Monn- 
tam Trout. The specimens from which this de- 
scription is drawn were taken a few miles back 
of Martinez, toward the foot of Monte Diabolo. 
They therefore represent the form occurring in 
that ion Of the State. . But trem the accounts 
which we have received it seems highly probable 
that under the name Mountain Trout several dis- 
tinct species are eonfounded in different parts of 
California, and the attention of observers, who 
may have opportunity to examine our mountain - 
streams and lakes, ix therefore requested in regard 
to this point. The species found on the west of 
the Contra Costa Mountains, in San Leandro 
Creek, has in fact been already described, (Sa/mo 
iridea, Gibbons, Prec. Cal. Acad. Nat. Sciences, 
Vol. 1, page 36) and is quite distinct from this.

This Lamprey is clearly the Pacific represen-

It is distinguished by the arraoge- 
ment of the “teeth,” the relative position of the 
dorsal fins, the form of the fius at the caudal ex- 
tremity, and the colors. It has little need of 
comparison with either of the species previously 
known on this coast P. tridentatus, Gaird., or 
P. plumbens, Ayres ; the “teeth” are sufficient at 
once to separate from them. The specimen 
from which the description is drawn, wos taken 
in the Buty of San Francisco. But if examina- 
tion could be made, at this season of the year, in 
the parts of the rivers accessible from the tide- 
waters of the Bay, the Lampreys would in all 
probability be found in them, perhaps in consid- 
erable numbers. Very possibly their presence 
might be indicated by conical heaps of stones in 
the river beds, such as the eastern species is in 
the habit of constructing. 

Dr. Kellogg exhibited a drawing of a new 
species of Bahia ; the specimens were received 
today by Express from Wm. A. Wallace of Los- 
Angeles. 

Bahia Wallaciu,—Gray. This species is very 
small, growing only afew inches high ; it is cloth- 
ed with a dense cottony pubescence, and its radi- 
ant yellow flowers, tinged with orange are in 
pleasing harmony with its neat white dresg. Dr. 
Gray named this plant after its discoverer, to 
whom we are indebted for the specimen, a very 
ardent lover of nature.
